no lack of them. The telegraph line has 
collapsed under the number and weight of 
the messayes carricd by it. There have been 
private confabs and grave whispers and a 
wagging of heads, until an impression has 
been created that this is “ yoing to be a great 
year for trouble.” And all this time,ns far as 
ordinary mortals can see, there is no more 
present danger than there has been at any 
time during the past ten years. More 
men have b-en killed in flight than ever 
were in fight, more have been killed by 
theatre panics than by theatre fires, and it is 
not hard to see that if a scare, groundless 
though it be, is diffused throughout this 
settlement, more injury will be done to 
business and the general welfare than might 
possibly result from an actnal raid. 

From the faot that the sale of fixed 
ammunition to Indians has been prohibi- 
ted by the authorities in the east, and 
word telegraphed to organize a volun- 
teer force, while special constables are sworn 
in by the local authorities and preparations 
made to resist mght attacks, the danger 
fared must be from the Indians. If the 
authorities here or in Ottawa are in posses- 
ajon of inforination as to trouble, present or 
to come, it is surely their duty either to mak 
adequate preparations to meet the difficulties, 
or to inform the public of their nature, 80 that 
all necessary means of defence may be 
taken. Warlike troubles are something so 
new to people here that they are slow to rea- 
lize that there are any, and if such troubles 
do exist they are all the more help!ess on 
that account. Up to the present time police 
protection has been so all-sufficient that a 
rifle or revolver has been rated a useless en- 
cumberance in a house, and many of the 
people do not own evenashot gun. Had 
police hever been sent tu the North-Wrst 
settlement would have probably moved for. 
ward as in the States, gradually extending 
its frontier, always guarded by men with 
plenty of experience in handling a gun, and 
Edmonton would be, as it was ten or twelve 
years ago, perfectly safe froin Indian attacks 
because they would have no reason or excuse 
to make an attack upon it, while should an 
attack be made the people would he able to 
Aefend theniselves, 

At present the position of affairs is this; 
Edinonton fort, town and settlement, is the 
centre of an Indian agency district which 
contains a fighting population of at least 50% 
men, and these night receive outside assis 
tance. The fort isa fort no longer exceptin 
name, but contains an immense value in 
goods, The Indian agency is in the town, 
perfectly open fo be plundered ; there are 
five general stores with not less than 350,000 
worth of stock on hand, utterly unprotected. 
and there is alarge population of men, wome), 
and children in the town and surrounding 
country, while the police force and fort js 
eighteen miles distant, and on the opposite 
side of the river, with only enough men in jt 
to hold it successfully against attack. This 
facta are al! patent to Indians as well as white 
men, and in ease of trouble there is no 
doubt that they will be taken advantage of, 
with what result in loss of property and life 
may be imagined, 

In such a case as this, if there is danger it 
s hot enough that alarming telegrams 
should be sent; that some thirty police 
should be told to be on the alert, or that an 
onarmed population should be called upo» 
to defend itself. There has been ample time 
since alarm wus first taken to have sent in aq 
supply at least of arms and ammunition, or 
{ it was feared to trust the people here with 
arms,as some of theacts of these in authority 
would indicate, the necessity wae all the 
greater to send in an armed force to protect 
‘ife and property. Cp to the present time 
we have not required police protection, by 
now if the poliey of the Indian de 
partment is about to bear fruit, we need j¢ 
and should have it. The interests at atake

Such protection as we 
are now receiving is our great, and most 
likely our only, danger, showing our weak- 
ness and agitating those from whom danwer 
is apprehended. Having undertaken the 
task of protecting, protection should be made 
ample. Butif cireumstances are such that 
protection cannot be accorded, let us have 
the means and we will do our little best to 
protect ourselves. As far as the public are 
aware there is no cause for alarm at present. 
The Indians, up to last accounts, were draw- 
ing their rations regularly, preparing to put 
in their crop and expressed themselves as 
Perfectly satisfied with the situation. But 
with Indians, as with white men, cireum- 
Stances alter cases, and in the North West, 
asin other places, circumstances may arise 
quite unexpectedly. Noone is particularly 
afraid and no one is neglectihg his business, 
nor are they likely to, for. people here are 
pretty cool and hard headed. But now that 
the air has become thoroughly charged with 
rumors there are few men who would not fee! 
alittle more at ease if they had a good Win- 
chester and plenty of ammunition at hand,

THE question which was brought up at the 
public meeting of last week, relating to the 
purchase of Indian department supplies 
direct: from the farmers has been agitating 
the public mind elsewhere than at Edmonton, 
and in some districts and instances 
the course sugested by the proposed reso- 
lution has been adcpted. The Qu 
Appelle Vidette mentions that the as- 

istant Indian commissioner, Hayter Reed, 
‘as heen through that neighborhood buying 
grain from individual farmers, thereby scat- 
tering cash amongst them. There is no 
doubt that by purchases being made direc 
from the farming community the middle- 
man’s profits would be saved and divided 
more eqnitably between seller and buyer. 
Thus far the method of purchasing suggested 
would be an unmixed benefit. But the 
proposition, like all other propositions, 
has its bad points, and the question to be 
decided is not whether’ or not it 
can be carried out, but whether the good 
points outweigh the bad. The good point is 
that the settler gets all the money the gov 
ernment pays out, less the cost of making 
the purchases, The bad points are that the 
expense of making the purchases mighteasily 
he greater than the profit of the middleman, 
and if the agent employed to purchase were 
allowed discretionary powers it can easily b: 
seen that an engine would be placed in his 
hands which he might not he slow to use for 
political or personal purposes. When smal! 
or special purchases are to be made it is 
well, or even necessary that they should 
he made direct, but where a supply is re- 
quired of such extent as to be sufficient to 
set the market price, the only safe way to 
proceed in order to give satisfaction and do 
‘ustice to all parties isto let the seller fix 
hisown price by putting in sealed ten 'ers 
It is true that contracts may he let by ten- 
derand yet not let satisfactorily, orto advan- 
tage. Asthe Indian department contracts 
vere let for the past two years great injustice 
vas done this settlement. For the contract 
now advertised, however, tenders will be ac- 
cepted for any quantity, large or smal! : one 
fourth of barley flour will be accepted 
reasonable means are taken to secure the use 

f native flour, and Winnineg and easter 
conipetition is barred out. With the ex- 
‘eption that the grade of wheat flour asked 
‘or is rather high—and it will prohably be 
reduced—-no farmer, merchant or miller here 
ean say that he has not an equal chance with 
his neighbor or opponent to secure a share 
of the profit to be derived direct from that 
‘ontract. As the local merchant or miller 
mst procure his grain from the farmer, who 
controls the source of supply, and has means 
to prevent those parties fiom fulfilling any 
contract for the future delivery of flour that 
tey may enter into, there is surely no neces 
sity of excluding them from competition in 
the supply of home produce. Shou'd it be 
thonght advisable, however, in the interest 


| goods, At present the miller takes grain in 
pay for grinding, and the merchant in psy 
| for goods, If provision is made whereby 
| these parties are restricted in the disposal of 

the grain #0 acquired, and special advantages 
given the farmer, they can only grind grain 
and sell goods for money, which the farmer 
will have to pay. If this method of doing 
business is possible and in the public interest, 
let none but farmers be allowed to tender for 
supplying the government with home pro- 
duce, but in no case should there be placed 
in the hands of any government agent the 
power to bulldoze a community or rob a 
vovernment, as would be by allowing one to 
bny such large quantities as the Indian de- 
partment require from whom and at what 
price he pleased.

J. R. Michael, negative, had not prepared 
anything, expecting to get some points from 
the aifirmative side, but as that side nad 
only made asingle bare assertion——had in tact 
said nothing, he had nothing to say. 

T. Lauder, affirmative, said that nature 
was the model from which art copied, and 
was admitted by all great painters to be su- 
perior toart. Nature was perfect and real, 
while art could only be an inperfect imita- 
tion. Many things in nature were not 
pleasant to look at, but art had its objec- 
tionable phases also, such as a creaking ox 
cart or an untidy bachelor’s shanty. What 
had art done to beautify Edmonton? Our 
churches and school houses were fair, but 
our postotiice would be improved by placing 
a dynamite foundation under it. The Indian 
agency, land oftice and telegraph office were 
very good, but, although the crown timber 
othce derived considerable dignity from its 
name. it was chiefly Conspicuous by its com- 
plete absence. It could be said with truth 
that it was the most unsightly (joke intended) 
building in town. Photographs were a nice 
form of art and approached nearer perfec- 
tion than any other. He would not deny the 
neyative the pleasure of contemplating the 
photos of theirfriends, and especially their 
girls; but for his part he would rather gaze 
upon the orivinals. He could heartily say 
with the poet, t 
‘* To me more dear, congenial to my heart, 

One native charin, than all the gloss of art.” 

Fred. Ross, negative, said the works of na- 
ture were never perfectly beautiful. They 
were not created simply to be admired. They 
were made for the benelit that is to be derived 
from them. An artist who paints a 
picture auns to paint a pleasing one, and 
only selects from nature the pleasing points. 
When painting human beauty he seldom se- 
cures a perfect subject in one person, but 
has to copy from several before his picture is 
perfect. Dr, Syntax says, 

‘“ He never will an artist shine 

Who copies nature line by line.” 
Who has lain awake till midnight admiring 
the sweet music of a dozen Thomas 
cats and would not have preferred the most 
ayonizing strains that could be tortured out 
of the Edmonton tin band. Those who have 
heard Blind Tom or Remenyi would agree that 
that there was nothing in nature’s music to 
be compared with theirs. But what was the 
use of talking music to an audience some of 
whom could not tell the difference between 
the Dead March in Saul and the British 
Grenadiers, The evolutions of dancers and 
skaters were works of art and were much 
admired. In @ like manner in dramatic ges 
ture and disp'ay, the fine giaces of elocution 
and address, the first movements were mere 
random, but as the art was acquired they 
became beautiful to see. In liquids, as in 
everything else, art led nature, and a barre! 
of water could be bought for 25¢, while a 


bottle of cognac brandy was greedily pur. | 
This was | 


chased at from five to ten dollars, 
only one instance of the bigher estimation in 
whieh the works of art are held over those 
of nature, He would say in conclusion that 
his reason for cowing was to instruct the 
iynorant, aud enlivhten the minds of his 
audience. Seeing that the intelligent far 
outnumbered the others, he would not insult 
them by asking their votes for the neyative, 
but would ask them to note the length of 
ears and asinine expression of those who 
voted with the affirmative. 

©. W. Sutter, attirmative, spoke of Niavara 
falls and ptings of the same,and asked 
how the latter could be compared with the 
former; of fields of grain and pictures at 
tempting to represent them ; compared the 
nuddy, dirty eity streets with country roads 
and lanes ina state of nature, and thought 
the conclusion was inevitable that the 
beauty of nature was superior to that of art.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH MEETING. 


The fourth annual meeting of the Presby- 
j terian congregation was held in the church 
on Wednesday evening. After devotional 
exercises aid routine business the Rev. Mr.

Meution was made of the 
minister's absence at the meeting of the 
General Assembly in Toronto lest summer, of 
the earucest work done by Mr. John L. Camp- 
bell, the student assistant ; of auother student 
being soon expected, and of Mr, Baird’s in- 
tended visit to the meeting of synod in Bran- 
don in May, The report closed with soine 
words of counsel and encouragement in re- 
gard to the successiul prosecution of chris. 
tian work in a place like Edmonton. The 
report of the board of management con- 
wratulated the congregation on having risen 
during the year from the status of a mission 
station to that of a regularly organized con- 
gregation with a minister oftheir own choos- 
ing, spoke of the considerable improvements 
which had been made in the interior of the 
chureh buiiding, of its having been insured 
and the premium paid fer three years in ad- 
vance, and explaimed in detail several points 
in the financial condition of the congregation. 
The board ackLowleged with gratitude the 
vift of #100 from the city of Hamilton through 
the family of the Hon. James Turner. The 
financial statements showed that the income 
for the year, inchiding that of the branch 
mission stations, amounted to $1,857, which 
was expended as follows; Proportion of min- 
ister’s salary, 2514 ; proportion of Mr. Camp- 
bell's s.lury, 3168; building fund, $203 ; light, 
fuel, firing and incidental expenses, £116 ; 
insurance, $51; building fund of Sturgeon 
church, #409, of which $100 was a grant from 
the church and manse building fund for 
North-West Territories, 
The following appropriations were made to 
wards missionary objects; Manitoba college, 
x80 ; foreign missions. $14; home missions, 
$15; augmentation of stipends, #15. 

Murdoch McLeod and James Johnstone 
were elected to take the place of the retiring 
members of the board of management,and Mr. 
Johnstone was chosen secretary, Alex, Taylor 
was reelected treasurer, with a vote of 
thanks for his diligence during the past year. 
John A. MeDougall and A, Dy. Osborne were 
chosen as auditors. 

After sone talk in regard to the work of 
the coming summer the mceting adjourned 
with the benediction.
